In regard to the dock ho 
adverted to tlie remarks of Col. Laurie 
lonei-rniiig it.s defeiicek-sa pimitiun, re- 
maiking that .Vdmiral Sterling had said 
that any attack from the ocean would have 
to be repelled outside the liarbor. Aa to 
the enormous nuantiiy of coal being given 
away, he deuied it, and in fact, neither 
live quality nor the quantity of these coal 
tields had ever been thoroughly tested. He 
ridiculed the idea uf Jlio Canadian rail- 
way being injured by the pa.ssa^e of tlie 
Seitlemoiit Bill, and at any rate the syn- 
dicate wore perfectly able to look after 
iheinsolve.f , and tliey had evidently no 
fear of it, but believed that they could 
!,'et all the coal they wanted from the 
niainliind or elsewhere. The Hon. Mr. 
Mclnnea had complained it was only a 
clii|iie in Victoria that had caused this 
lngi«latii)n; ho had railed against Aiiieri- 
uan capitalists laying liold of these lands, 
but fur himself lie dul not care where tlie 
capital came from, so long us it developed 
Ihe country. He ridiculed the attiicks on 
Mr. Huntingdon and those forming the 
I.tliind railroarl Ciimpanv. He hail no 
cibjectioii lo .seeing the railway built on 
il.H proBcnt site, but he thought, if the 
•jrant of land hud been given fur a rail- 
■ way to Port Moody, they would not have 
ho-rd a word about it. He urged that 
;lie Hiteresls ol the island were those of 
i hi' mainland, and if those coal lands were 
»n valuable, why were they not taken up 
long ago; .Vs lo the riglitn of s<:juattera 
I hey had been protected. If the .Vmeri - 
cati.s Were bo anxious to get hold of tliia 
land why could not Mr. Clements sell 
imt In them instead of forfeiting his 
i harti-r and SlO.OOO. The hon. senator 
I hen went on tu stmw how little had re- 
united as yet from an attemiit to work coal 
laiid.s 111 dillerent directions, although he 
admitted there, were some good prospects.

Hn concluded by referring to the 
m.nu.iy of llie Cleiiieiits company , nrgiiii- 
ized in .San I ranciflco and Victoria for the 
pin poi.1- of building a road from Nanaiino 
to i;vpiiuialt, and which forfeited Us char- 
ier aiul .-rlO.OOO. In 188:! another bill 
wan |ias3i'il granting thiise lands tn Duns 
iniiir iV: Cm. , wliich were lo remain open 
f..r four years, the niineralH alone being 
reserved to the company. 

Tlie Hon. Mr. Nelson also made a anme- 
wliai li-ngthy address, coiilendiiig mainly 
i liat I he island i aihvay waa an onter|)riHi' 
liati'lied in Vicloi la, and that llie people 
(,( the mainland were a'iiiiiisl u. He 
thought if any compensati./ii wan due b.r 
delays in railro.id construction, it shoulil 
be extended to t lie whole province, but 
if the mainland people put in such claims 
tliey idone wore acriised of sectionalism 
He thought the island railway waa not 
CDinpeiiHutioii lo the iirovince; oven one 
of the Victoria monibera had been opjio.sed 
In it atone tiine; then there waa Naiiaimo 
■which had reiiuested Mr. Dunsinuir tn 
resign on account of his connection willi 
the inland railway. ' Ho contended it was 
a (|ueation. which ought to have gone be- 
fore the people. This foreign company 
wanted to make Victoria the terminus of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, and this 
would be placing it in the hands of those 
who were directly opposed to that lino. 
The reason that tho Clements company 
liad given up its charter and forfeited 
$10,000 was that Mr. Clements waa con- 
noctei] with these lueii, and was willing to 
give up a bad bargain for a far better one. 
Mr. Nelson contended this could be shown 
in a hundrod wnys. After recess ho con- 
tiriueil his address .staling lliat tho amount 
iif land lo be given was the saiiio in both 
l)ills. He spoke of the amount of coal 
lands to bo given aii uiilintited. He urged 
that the Island railway must; either be a 
portion of the Canada Pacific or it must 
not. If a part of the Canadian Pacific it 
would be under the control of those who 
were largely interested in American 
tranacoiitineiital lines, and it would there- 
fore be their po'iey to divert the trathc of 
the Canadian Pacific. If they auiipoaed, 
liowever, that it waa only to bo an uiiim- 
purtant railway frnin .Nanaimo to Vic- 
roria they were giving too much to have 
the road built, aa tlie r.-iilway could only 
lieiiolit the people of Victoria, and set- 
tlers lilaug the route, but it could never
